What, perhaps, will more directly attract the 
attention of our readers are the remarks which Mrs. Webb makes 
as to the danger that comes of Jews casting off their religion. 
The Jew minus his’ religion, Mrs. Webb, colloquially but forcibly 
declares to be a “bad lot.” Last week we. printed an_ inter- 
view with Professor Asher, of New York, in which that gentleman 
portrayed in rather sombre colours the de-Judaisation of Américan Jewry, 
and the unfortunate results which followed that process. There is no 
doubt that, unless steps are taken betimes, we in this country are bound to 
go the same way. Indeed, signs are by no means few that with us the down- 
ward progress has already well set in. For ourselves, we cannot imagine 
any greater danger to our people than is here on the horizon. If there 
is one thing more clear than another, it is the fact that the world distrusts 
and dislikes the Jew who has jettisoned the old creed ; and quite apart 
from the peril of moral degeneration, it is certain that the surest way to 
material danger lies in our religious decay. The community should face 
the danger courageously, and dismiss any absurd fear of being overcome 
with pessimism. It should bring to bear the strongest influences in order 
to anchor the rising generation to the ancestral faith. At the same time, 
it must strengthen the healthy social forces which are already at work 
among us. We want more lads’ and girls’ clubs ; more means of wholesome 


_ recreation. To make these moral agencies more effective we need to enlist 


in the cause more of the zeal and ability that lie in profusion among those 
of our brethren who are not reckoned the wealthy among us. We believe 
the community is coming to understand that the moral future of the East 
End is best to be secured less by patronising visits from the West than by 
helping the East to help itself. |

made by the Union in the short period that has elapsed 
since its foundation. To wring recognition and a cheque for £100 from the 
Council of the United Synagogue, for a new institution, was undoubtedly a 
feat. The achievement is of good omen, not only for the religious educa- 


. tion of the community, but because it may herald other good work, which, 


beginning with the rank and file, will ultimately obtain the countenance of 
official circles. In a community like ours, which has grown accustomed to 
run in certain grooves, the impetus to change and improvement must often 
come, if it is to come at all, from below. It is for this reason that we are 
pleased to note the success of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 
Mr. Leopold Frank, the Vice-President of the Union, urged, as we our- 
selves have done ere this, the necessity for a united Board for Jewish 
education. We believe that the creation of such a Board is essential in 
the interests of economy and efficiency. There is no bottomless purse at 
the disposal of our institutions, and, as Mr. Frank truly said, the public 
become tired of being appealed to by different bodies doing practically 
the same work. We do not share the Rev. Mr. Green's fear as to the 
Union being ‘dwarfed’ and its work impeded by an amalgamation of the 
existing organisations for the imparting of religious instruction. On the 
contrary, any amalgamation would leave each constituent body free to do 
its own special work, while rendering available for the labour any money 
that might be saved as a result of centralisation. The sooner we set out 
in earnest for the goal, the better.

Ministers ™2Jority of that body, is apparently bent on carrying along 
on the at least one bad tradition of its predecessors. The tradi- 
Chea p tion is that the sort of minister to be attached to a congre- 


gation is to be determined by the material affluence or 
. poverty of the congregation. Really, to state the proposi- 
tion is sufficient to condemn it, but it is one to which the United Synagogue 
clings with the fervency due toa creed, and the earnestness demanded of a 
hallowed doctrine. The Borough Synagogue is without a Chazan, and the 
Board of Management quite rightly wish to fill the vacancy. The income 
of the institution, however, falls below its expenditure. This is enough 
for the United Synagogue. The“ deficit” synagogue must have its minister 
on the cheap. That has been the way with the Council in the past—the way 
has become dogma, and the hands that would touch it are denounced as 
sacrilegious! It does not occur, apparently, to the members of the Council, 
that just suclkhasynagogue whose members are not of the class who “ toil not, 
neither do they spin,” and yet heap up wealth, but who are those who have 
to earn their daily bread by the sweat of their brows—whose lives are of 
the grey, with its constant gall of anxiety and trouble, and not of the 
purple with its unceasing round of plenitude and luxury-~ that just such 
a synagogue ought to have the best of spiritual ministration. Such a 
Synagogue, if it comes to the question of affording, cannot afford to have 
an inferior minister. And it must not be forgotten that although aChazan, 
it is a minister that is being chosen, since the Chazan who intones the 
prayers, if he be eflicient, has to undertake identicalextra-synagogal duties | 
with the minister who preaches the sernion. Yet the princely salary allowed 
for the post is less than is earned by a respectable porter, and which no 
member of the Council would dare to offer a chauffeur and trust 
his life in his hands. What sort of man—even on half-time, as one 
of the members put it—can the Council of the United Synagogue expect 
to get, who will agree to be a Minister in London on £2 per week? What 
influence do they expect he is to have on his congregants from whom he 
will have to schnorr, one way or the other, if he is to pay for the sheer 
necessities of his position? It is cruel beyond measure for a body like the 
United Synagogue to beguile a man into such a dilemma, it is stupid beyond 
words to suppose that a man who will accept such a post—unless he have 
other resources, and then he would be a rara avis—will be one who can 
help to raise the congregation from the depressed circumstances which 


induce the Council thus to limit the pay to be devoted to the oflice. It is 
a vicious state of affairs, and we hope that the Conference of Ministers 
will make the whole question of the pay of Ministers one for its early con- 
sideration. Ministers on the cheap are an extravagance—at any price— 
which the community can ill afford to bear. ) 


- 


We observe that the International Conference of the 
The Ito Jewish Territorial Organisation, which is to take place 
next week, is to bea secret conclave. This, we suggest, 
Conference. is a profound mistake. The Ito appeals to the public 
for support, moral and material, and the public has a right to know, by ove 
more satisfactory means\than an official communicated report, what the ; 
is doing, the extent of Ne organisation, the views of its adherents, an 
all such matters as are best and in the surest manner revealed by 
such a business gathering as that contemplated. There, of course, may 
be subjects which it may be desirable that the Ito should discuss 
inter se and which should not be made public, and for that purpose 
private sittings could be held. But the necessity for secrecy can- 
not or ought not to apply to the whole of the proceedings. A 
periodical publie gathering of such an organisation is a great safeguard, 
it may evoke criticism, but it will prevent suspicion, and no public body 
should be afraid of the one or negligent of the other. Sucha gathering held 
with open doors is a pledge of confidence in the public, to which the 
public will probably reciprocate. Without such confidence public support 
must be checked. We commend this consideration especially to Mr. 
Zangwill, the President of the Ito, who in the past has not been sparing 
in his denunciations of another Jewish organisation by reason of the 
secrecy of its methods and proceedings.

Reported Pogroms in Bessarabia. 


Keports have been sent by Reuter’s Agency that pogroms have occurred 
in Bessarabia, large numbers of Jews having been attacked. It is stated 
that one hundred persons have been killed and that a panic prevails among 
the Jewish population. 


Up to the time of going to press, we have been unable to obtain any 
confirmation of this news.

The will and three codicils of Mr. Ellis Abraham Franklin, of 35. 
Porchester Terrace, who died on May 11th, in his eighty-seventh year, are 
proved by his sons Arthur Ellis Franklin, of 21, Cornhill, and Ernest Louis 
ranklin, of 60, Old Broad Street, Lord Swaythling, of South Stoneham 
House, Swaythling, the brother-in-law, and George Solomon Joseph, of 165; 
Fenchurch Street, the value of the estate being £508,959 18s. Lid., with net 
personalty £008,623 11s. 9d. After confirming various settlements made by 
him in favour of his late wife and family, he gives £1\000 to his niece Sarah 
Franklin; £500 to his sister-in-law Theresa Franklin ; £000 to Lord 
swaythling; £100 to Lady Swaythling; and £20 each to their children: 


Mrs. M. Schaap ; £250 to Stuart M. Samuel; £100 to Dennis Samuel (since 
deceased); and legacies to clerks and servants. His interest in the profits 
of the firm of Samuel Montagu and Co., Old Broad Street, he gives as to 
nine-tenths to his son, Frederic Samuel, and one-tenth to his son, Ernest 
Louis. Subject toa few.small legacies to relatives and others, he gives 
one-fifth of the residue to each his sons, Arthur Ellis and Frederic 
samuel ; three-twentieths each to his sons, Ernest Louis and Leonard 
Benjamin; and one-tenth to each his daughters, Edith Castello (since 
deceased), Henrietta Joseph and Beatrice Samuel. With reference to 
charitable bequests the will states :-— | 

“And I direct my executors to raise out of my personal estate the sum 
of £10,000 and to distribute pay and apply the same according to their abso- 
‘ute and uncontrolled discretion for the benefit of such charities or charit- 
able institutions as I have beén most interested in during my life being 
suided therein by any memorandum which I may leave for their guidance 
and’ inasmuch as I have subscribed to a large number of charities during my 
life and it may he thought that by reason of my having done so I should 
have made a more substantial bequest by will for charitable purposes than 
that hereinbefore made, now I do hereby desire to record that I have limited 
the bequest before mentioned to £10,000 on account of my having during my 
life supported such charitable institutions-to the full extent of my means 
from time to time, and with the hope that my children will continue this 


support to such of those charitable institutions as they may be interested 
in, according to their means.” 

By Codicil, special legacies of £1,000 each were bequeathed to the Jews’ 
College and Anglo-Jewish Association, “ with which two institutions I have 
been connected since their respective formations,’ and the amount to be 
divided (amongst charities‘as above mentioned) was increased to £20,000, no 


part of which was to be given to either of the institutions receiving direct © 


legacies. 

As to small legacies, the testator declares: “Kach of the foregoing 
small legacies bequeathed to family connections of myself or my wife is 
intended merely as a token of remembrance and of my regard for the person 
to whom the same is hequeathed for the purchase of some small souvenir.” 

We are informed that the late Mr. Franklin kept careful accounts of his 
charitable disbursements and that these and other records give the executors 
all the guidance necessary. Any applications on the part of managers of 
charities would therefore be superfluous.

Animal Protection Congress. 
AN: ATTACK ON SHECHITA. 


_At a meeting of the Slaughterhouse Reform Section of the International 
\nimal Protection Congress, held at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on Wednesday, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. ARTHUR LEE, M.P., a paper was read by Mr. 
C, Cash on the “ Humane Slaughtering of Animals for Food.” Mr. Lee intro- 
duced the lecturer in a short speech, in which he emphasised the necessity 
for public abattoirs instead of the present system which permitted the use of 
private slaughterhouses. He referred at some length to the work of the 

Admiralty Committee which sat in 1904, to consider the question of humane 
slaughtering of animals. It was a vindication of the findings of that Com- 
mittee that had been adopted by the Local Government Board, in a 
circular issued to the various Councils throughout the Kingdom. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. CASH stated that the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals had attempted to mitigate the cruelty 
‘nseparable from the Jewish method of slaughter. In the discussion which 
followed, a gentleman connected with the slaughtering of animals in New 
York, stated that the method adopted in the abattoirs under the control of the 
Municipality of that city, was the use ofa sharp knife for cutting the throat. 
Che Chairman remarked that this was practically the Jewish method, and 
the answer was: “ Yes, it is so.” 

Mr. CHARLES EMANUEL, who was present in the interests of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies, protested against the reference to Jewish cruelty in Mr. 
Cash's paper, He thought it likely that Mr. Cash had been misled by the 
way in which the Jewish case had been treated by the Admiralty Committee. 
To show the bias by which the Jewish question had been approached 
by such Committee he read the following statement which had been 
made by Mr. Lee to a witness before the Parliamentary Committee 
on the third sitting of such Committee, and before any evidence had 
been taken from Jewish witnesses. The statement was as follows: “I 
think we are all agreed that the Jewish method of slaughter is a cruel

I do not know if it has been generally observed that the traditional 
tune for })"¥ ‘2%, the characteristic melody for the Fast of Ab, is exactly 
the same as the well-known melody for Yigdal, on Friday evening, which is 
sung by English Jews all over the world. The tune for the second line of 
Yigdal is exactly the same as that for the second line of 13 ‘CS. In Yigdal 

it is taken a little slower, but that is the only dillerence. 
Not Whether there is any real and original connection I do not know, 
Generally as I am unaware of the age of the melody in either instance, 
Known. But the connection is indisputable. It may be news to some of my 
readers tolearn that our Friday evening melody for Yigdal 
has been used with great effect for the purposes of a well-known and popular 
Christian hymn, * God of Abraham Praise!’ The way in which it came 
about is most interesting. Many years ago, a Christian visitor attended the 
Great Synagogue, on Friday evening. He was very much struck with the 
Yigdal, which was, of course, beautifully sung, and, being a capable musician, 
he jotted down the melody, and subsequently set the hymn to it. The first 
line of the hymn tune is exactly the same as Yigdal, but the second line 
becomes a little more florid, though its source is easily recognised.

How cana baby of eight conduct a service 
How can he be expected to understand the meaning of the prayers which he 
reads as officiating celebrant? His rendering of such a service may be 
pretty to listen to and may be admired as the tour de force of an 
infant phenomenon. But it appears to me undignified and reprehensible. It 
is quite bad enough to know that there exists so much temptation to a 
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grown-up Chazan to sing to a congregation instead of praying to the 

Almighty. We have to take our chance as to this and to hope for the best. 

But when we set a baby of eight years to read divine service in order to dis- 

play his vocal ability, we are ruining the service as a service of prayer, and 

I rather think we are ruining the child. 
* * * * 

The Conference last Sunday called by the Union of Religion Classes was 
in every way a complete success. It showed the record of a year of work of 
enormous value to the great cause of religious education, and it needs only 

that one should read the remarkable report issued by the 
Supervisors, to prove that we have not only capable men who 
are gifted as experts, but men who have, seemingly, spared 
themselves no labour in the zealous discharge of their 
voluntary duties. The papers read last Sunday were all of the best. 
Mr. Augustus Kahn's paper onthe teaching of Hebrew not 
only displayed, as might have been expected, a thorough grasp of the 
subject, but also indicated that the earnestness of a zealous Israelite 
keenly anxious to see better teaching and more work, did not distort the 
clear vision which enabled him to realise the enormous difficulties that 
beset the teacher and the manager. The most earnest and most capable 
of teachers are simply bewildered as to how to make the best. use, 
in all interests concerned, of the usual Religion Class. It is not 
enough, this one leSson on each Sunday, and they know it. But 
they are equally bewildered as to how to get the children to come for 
another lesson during the week in some districts, and as to how to get the 
parents to consent to it. Those who know anything of children’s education 
and who know something of the West End, will not hesitate to say that girls 
attending the High Schools, and boys attending the great public schools, are 
all worked up.to the extent of their mental and physical capacity. When they 
have extra tuition in the various accomplishments that Jewish parents are so

anxious to encourage in theirchildren,they are also most fearfully overworked. 


I fear that the inadequate time given to Hebrew and religion must remain a 
source of difliculty for a long time to come. Meanwhile, the teachers who 
have to face these conditions are doing their best under the adverse circum- 
stances, and it would be much fairer at times to praise them for what they 
really accomplish under difficulties than to criticise them for not aecomplish- 
ing what they had no chance of effécting. I suggest that the able and 
successful Supervisors and their Executive Committee might, in the coming 
year, give some attention, if they possibly can, to the question of

OBITUARY. 


Mr. SIGMUND FEINMAN. 


By the death of Mr. Sigmund Feinman, following so closely on that of 
Mr. Jacob Gordin, the Yiddish stage has lost one of its most brilliant actors, 
and one of the pioneers of the Yiddish stage. 
The circumstances surrounding the death of Mr. 
| Feinman are very tragic. Only a fortnight ago he 

vacated the Pavilion Theatre in Whitechapel, 
in favour of Mr. and Mrs. Natanson, and had 
gone to Lodz in Russia for the purpose of pro- 
ducing Yiddish plays at the Grand Theatre. It 
was while rehearsing “Uriel Acosta” in the 
afternoon of yesterday week that Mr. Feinman 
met his end suddenly at the theatre, owing to 
heart failure, when he had just finished the first 
act. “he sad news, which reached Mile End on 
Thursday evening, occasioned much sorrow and 
surprise, in spite of the fact that Mr. Feinman 
was known to be unwell before he left London. 
Asa mark of respect, the Pavilion Theatre closed 
its doors on that night. 

it is now thirty years since the deceased 
3 first embraced acting as a profession and which 
he followed till his death with conspicuous success. He had done much for 
Yiddish drama and the high standard it has reached is very much due to 
him, as will at once be acknowledged by East-Side inhabitants of New York 
and the Jews who frequent the Yiddish theatre in London. lt was 
about seven or eight weeks ago that Mr. Feinman, after a very successful 
season in New York, came here to take possession of the Pavilion Theatre. 
He emphasised through-out a conversation he had with the present writer, 
his ambition ‘“* to educate the people up to the high standard to which he had 
raised the Yiddish drama.”” When he was here three years back he confessed 
that his work was very little appreciated, and: gave as the reason the fact 
that the people of the East End had no idea of drama. It was his proud 
boast that so much had he taught them that, night after night, when he was

ANOTHER JEWESS ABDUCTED IN GALICIA. 


In the village of Burka, near Tarnopol, a Jewish girl has been abducted 
with a boldness that has astonished even those who are accustomed to these 


acts of violence. During the night two peasants forced their way into the 


house of-the Jew, David Bleich, and forcibly carried off his eighteen-year- 
old daughter, whom they took to a Convent at Tarnopol. The father pursued 
the men, but in the darkness of night he was unable to trace their move- 
ments. After the lapse of a few days, Bleich learnt that his daughter was 
ina Convent at Tarnopol, whither he proceeded in order to secure her 
restoration to him. With tears in his eyes, he sought admission and begged 
that he might be permitted to see his daughter. The poor man was harshly 
thrust from the gates and told that his daughter had already been removed 
to Lemberg. No further information concerning this lamentable affair has 


yet reached here.

| PARIS, July 6. 

M. Matthieu Wolff, Rabbi at Sedan, one of the writers on the editorial 
staff of the Univers Israélite, has ‘been appointed Rabbi of the important 
Community at Belfort. 

The Senate and the Chamber of Deputies have just appointed their 
most important Committee, namely, the Committee to prepare the National 
Budget for 1910. Both Houses have elected Jews on the Committee, 
M. Ferdinand Dreyfus (who has also been appointed Reporter on the Budget 
of the Ministry of Labour) for the Senate, and M. L. L. Kiotz, who is 
designated as Vice-President of the Committee, for the Chamber. 

Senator Paul Strauss, President of the Superior Council of Public 
Relief, has been appointed President of the Consultative Committee of 


Compulsory Relief for the Aged, the Infirm, and Incurable, which has just 


been formed at the Ministry of the Interior. Senator Ferdinand Dreyfus is a 
member of this Committee. : 

M. Camille Lyon, President of a section of the Council of State, has been 
elected President of a Committee formed at the Ministry of Finance, to deal 
with the question of foreign funds, other than those of the State. 

M. Albert Kahn, who on several grounds—notably his foundation of 
travelling scholarships—is entitled to be regarded as a benefactor to the 
University of Paris, has placed at its disposal, for a first period of tive years, 
an annual subvention of 30,000 francs,. This sum is to be applied to defraying 
the expenses of scholars in various parts of tlfe world, who have dis- 


‘tinguished themselves by discoveries or original work, in journeying to 


Paris to demonstrate the results of their labours. 
scholars would be sent abroad for the same purpose. 
University has gratefully accepted the subvention. ! 

To celebrate the victory of his horse in gaining the Grand Prix de Paris, 
Baron Maurice de Rothschild has sent 10,000 franes to the Prefect of the 
Seine, for distribution among the poor. 

At the teachers’ examination, which has just been held here, a young 
lady from Salonica, who has been trained at the Preparatory School of the 
Alliance Israélite in Paris, came out top, with marks far ahead of those 
obtained by the next candidate. Mlle. Julie Naar, the young lady in ques- 
tion, has been only four years in France. | 

At the annual banquet of the American Chamber of Commerce in Paris, 
to celebrate Independence Day, Mr. William Seligman, the doyen of this 
body, in accordance with custom, reviewed the general situation of his 
country and international relations. In the course of his speech, Mr. Selig- 
man said: “ Let us hope that other Christian nations, especially those who 
persecute their own inhabitants on account of their religion, will follow our 
example. However, owing to the progress of liberty and humanity, which 
no human power can prevent, our example will be followed, notwithstanding 
despotic re-actionary fanaticism.” 

The Jewish working bakers in Paris are on strike. In several districts 
inhabited by the immigrant Russian colony, the Jewish bakers prepare 
black bread, with aniseed and poppy, as in Russia. Their employes, who 
are also Russian immigrants, refuse any longer to prepare bread of this 
kind, and, moreover, they demand higher wages. 

In the name of the Socialist Party, M. Jaures made a strong protest last 
riday in the Chamber of Deputies, against the coming visit of the Tsar.

THE GENERAL JEWISH COLONISATION SOCIETY. 

When about six months ago a number of prominent Jews from various 
countries assembled in Berlin and founded the Allgemeine Jiidische Koloni- 
sationsgesellschaft, it was foreseen that for the time being, beyond the 
adoption of a programme and a constitution, nothing would be done. This 
was actually the case, for nothing has as yet been done to promote Jewish 
colonisation, and as nothing appeared in the Press concerning the activity 
of the society, people imagined that it no longer existed. 

| am now in the position of being able to report on a private meeting of 
the Executive of the society, which was held a few days ago at the Hotel 
Adlon in this city, and gave rise to earnest debates. If the leading men of 
the society have at length aroused themselves from their lethargy, 
it is due to the criticisms of the Jewish Press, which has 
repeatedly pressed the Executive to do something in fulfilment of the 
statutes. The suddenly launched Mesopotamia scheme has aroused great 
interest in Jewish circles in Germany and has prompted the Colonisation 
Society to consider the situation. The society was asked what would be 
its attitude having regard to the new state of affairs in Turkey and to 
colonisation proposals to which it might give rise. This universal interest 
induced the society_to convene a meeting which was attended, among 
others, by Privy Councillor Dr. Senator, Judicial Councillor Dr. Fuchs, and 
Commercial Councillors Hirsch and Bamberger. Definite decisions were not 
arrived at, but several problems of colonisation were discussed and the 
Mesopotamia scheme gave rise to a long debate. There was a general con- 
Sensus of opinion that a commencement should be made with practical work, 
in response to numerous appeals and to the criticisms of the Press. The 
heads of the society perceived that at a time when all Jews await the fulfil- 
ment of promises they could not remain inactive. Whether they will 
Support the Mesopotamia or any other project, is for the moment of less 
‘mportance, but work must be done ata time when everywhere new hopes

are raised. If the society does not seize this opportunity, then its opponents 


will have good grounds for their attitude and the justification for its 
existence will have ceased. 


The Jews have lost an energetic champion by the death of Dr. Paul

His services to our coreligionists were, however, rendered not so 

much in this capacity, as through his active participation in the work of 
the Society for Combatting Anti-Semitism, of which he was a founder. 

The great gold medal of the International Art Exhibition at Munich has 
been awarded to the painter Isak Perlmutter, who is a native of Hungary. 

The Jewish Women’s Union in Berlin has been authorised to place notices 
in the interests of Jewish women and girls who are travelling alone, in the 
third and fourth class carriages of the Prussian-Hessian railway. This 
privilege has long been enjoyed by Protestant and Roman Catholic Societies 
for the Protection of Women. 

The Town Council of Giessen was recently called upon to decide an 
interesting burial question. The Building Committee had applied that a 
section of the cemetery set apart for Jews should be alienated from their 
community in order that it might be used for reserved graves for Christians. 
The reason given was that there was not sufficient space in the Christian 


cemetery for reserved graves, whereas the Jewish portion of the burial 


ground was but little used. The Burgomaster strongly opposed the applica- 
tion, which was unanimously rejected. |

PALESTINE. 


It is a well-known fact, of which mention is also made in the Bible, that 
the Jews in olden times were in the habit of raising stone monuments in 
commemoration of important events. Many of those monuments have 
remained in good preservation to the present time. Attention has often 
been called to such monuments found in the vicinity of Jerusalem. Fifteen 
such monuments are to be found near Bethel. They are constructed either of 
ordinary limestone, or consist of blocks of flint-stone. Large and roughly- 
hewn limestone monuments are also to be found in the valley near Abu-Dis, 
the so-called Valley of the Tombs. Inthe latest issue of the Umschau, Dr. 
Killerman speaks of such:a monument found in the neighbourhood of the 
Mount of Olives. It was discovered on the site on which the German 
Evangelical Hospitum is now in course of construction. That monument 


| consisted of a peculiar heap of stones of several metres in circumference, 


The stone material was of reddish colour, and did not belong to the lime 
formations of the soil of Palestine, but was probably porphyry. It is 
inexplicable how that large mass of strange stones of some hundreds of 
ewts., and which perhaps comes from the Sinaitic Peninsula, has been trans- 
ported to the height of the Mount of Olives, about 800 metres above the 
level of the sea. | 

The school at Jaffa, which has been taken over by the Frankfort Educa- 
tion Committee, was opened recently under the name of Hebrew Middle 
Grade School, by Director Schlesinger. Special attention will be devoted to 


Talmudieal instruction. 
PERSIA. 


A considerable number of Jews who suffered during the recent revolt 
have taken refuge in Turkish Consulates. They have written to the Chief 
Rabbi of Turkey, requesting him to take the promptest possible measures in 
order that they might be accepted as Ottoman subjects. The majority of 
them, who were able to save some of their fortunes, have expressed their 
readiness to settle in Turkey, if their application be granted. 


ROUMANIA. 


The Jews in Jassy, who form a considerable proportion of the population 
have boycotted the tramways because the conductor of a car refused to stop 
it while a Jewish funeral procession was crossing the street. Alarmed by 
the serious decrease in their receipts—for the cars are running almost 
empty—the directors of the tramway company have entered into negotia- 
tions with the Executive of the Jewish community with the view to giving 
such satisfaétion as will bring about the removal of the boycott.

| CONSTANTINOPLE, June 21, 
THE PARLIAMENTARIANS’ VISIT TO ENGLAND. 

The general Press has no doubt made you acquainted with the fact that 
the Chamber of Deputies has decided to send a deputation of its members to 
Paris and London with the object of visiting the French and English Parlia- 
ments. The deputation is under the Presidentship of Talaat Bey, Vice- 
President of the Chamber, and of Nissim Effendi Mazliah, the Jewish deputy 
for Smyrna, who is Secretary of the Chamber. Among other delegates are 
Sassoon Effendi, the Jewish member for Bagdad, and Dr. Riza Tewfik, member 
for Adrianople, who is known throughout the East as a warm defender of the 
Jewish race. Having received his early education in the school of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, he knows the Hebrew language and the Judwo- 
Spanish dialect to perfection. The deputation will leave Constantinople on 


Thursday, and will remain in Paris till the 14th July. It will arrive in 
London about the 16th. 


A NEW JEWISH STATE OFFICIAL. 
The Cabinet, at its last meeting, decided to appoint our distinguished 
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for adequate provision for religious services in our congested districts. 
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coreligionist, M. Emmanuel Salem, as Legal Adviser of the State for the 
re-organisation of the tribunals in the Empire. M. Salem, who resides. in 
Salonica, is a jurist of the highest authority, and on several occasions he was 
chosen by the Government to protect the interests of Turkey in financial 
arrangements with foreign corporations or Governments. The Grand-Vizier 
has telegraphed to the new State-Councillor requesting him to proceed 
immediately to the capital, 
July 2. 

THE RESIDENCE RESTRICTION IN JERUSALEM. 

The fact has more than once been noted in the JEWwisH CHRONICLE, that 
foreign Jews who proceed to Jerusalem are not allowed to remain there 
longer than three months. Yesterday the Chief Rabbi of Turkey received a 
telegram from M. Babkoff, a Russian journalist, intimating that the 
authorities at Jaffa wished to impose this restriction as to residence upon 
him, and that he had refused to obey. He, therefore, appealed to the Chief 
Rabbi, as spiritual chief of the Jews, to make representations to the 
Government with the view to the repeal of this* unjust regulation. Chief 
Rabbi Nahoum accordingly addressed a protest to the Minister of the 
Interior, and stated that this restriction was worthy of the era of despotism 
and not of that of the present constitutional régime. According to informa- 
tion which I have received, the Minister of the Interior, on receipt of the 
Chief Rabbi's letter, expressed the view that the unfair regulation ought 
not to continue in existence, and he telegraphed to the Governor of Jerusalem 
for explanations. | 

A NEW SCHOOL AT SALONICA. 

The Central Committee of the Alliance Israclite has granted a loan of 
50,000. francs to the community at Salonica for the reconstruction and 
enlargement of the Moise Allatini School. The community is giving 25,000 
franes, but as the total cost will be 155,000 franes, the Central Committee 
will raise the balance by a subscription among those who have been 
educated at the school since its establishment. The new building will pro- 
vide accommodation for 800 pupils. 


UNITED STATES. 


Mr. Joseph Symon, who has been elected Mayor of Portland (Oregon), 
was born in Germany in 1851. He came to Portland in 1857, and -has lived 
In 1872, Mr. Symon was admitted to the Bar, and in 1877 he was 
elected to the City Council, on which he served three years. In 1880, he 
was elected Chairman of the Republican State Committee and was re-elected 
in ISS4 and again in 1886. In 1892 and 1900, he was sent as a delegate to 
the Republican National Conventions, and was a member of the National 
Committee in 1892 and 1896. Four times Mr. Svmon was elected State 
Senator, namely, in 1880, 1884, 1894 and in 1808. He was also President of 
the State Senate on five occasions. In L898, Mr. Symon was elected United 
States Senator at the special session of the Legislature held in October. 
This term expired in 1905, and since then he has devoted himself to the 
practice of law until the present election as Mavor.. 

The report of the Committee on religious work, appointed by the newly- 
formed Kehillah in New York (to which reference was made in our issue of 
June llth), embodies the following recommendations :— 

lL. Our Communal Institutions. —We consider that they should be conducted in 
accordance with authoritative Jewish law in such way as will secure full considera- 
tion for the religious requirements of the beneficiaries. | 

2. Adequate Provision for Religious Services.— We recommend that a system of 
synagogue extension be devised so that provision for religious services under proper 
auspices and with proper environment shall be made in districts where such is 
required. Outlying districts need attention of this kind, but there is especial need 
(ine feature 
of this work should be to counteract the crying evil of holding holy services in unholy 
places, notably for the Yomim Noraim. : 

5. Statistics.— We think that as a preparatory step for efficient work, your Com- 
mittee on Religious Work should obtain reliable statistics concerning the scope of 


authority of the various rabbis in the way of supervision and regulation of com- ° 


munal religious requirements, such as Shechita, Kashrus, Milah, Kedushim, Cet, ete. 
Through the tabulation and study of these statistics we may be able to devise means 
for the extension of proper regulation where such regulation does nat exist.

Mr. Francis Burton Harrison, Congressman from New York, has 
been selected to address the Assembly on this subject. Of equal interest 
will be the address of Mr. Jacob H. Schiff on Sunday, the 18th, although the

ODESSA, July 4. 

M. Dubrovin, who, it was last week announced, has been superseded in 
the presidency of the Federated Black Hundreds by M. Sokoloff, has just 
been fined 3,000 roubles for an article he published in the Russkaya Z nam yc 
(No, 134), under the heading of “ The Price of Russian Life and of Jewish 
Blood.” The Russian Agency's telegram does not, of course, explain the 
specific offence or the general tenour of the incriminated article. 

The members of the Odessa City Council involved in the charge of having, 


in 1905, appropriated and diverted to revolutionary purposes certain funds — 


of the Municipality are MM. Protopopoff, Andreyevski, Nikitin, Skatchkoff, 
Poletayeff, Dox, Kusanoff and Kryshanovski. The first and the last named 
have held the oflice of Mayor. It was at first stated that all these persons, 
ex-Mayors and past and present Councillors, would be brought before 
the District Criminal Court, but it now transpires that the Crown Attorney 
has no power to institute such a procedure, owing to the official 
positions held by the accused, before the whole case had been submitted to 
the Minister of the Interior (M.Stolypin). It is not altogether improbable 
that the case will be quietly dropped. During the last few days, two other 
prominent local personages have been included in the preliminary indict- 
ment, viz., M. Pelikan, one of the local leaders of the Black Hundreds ; and 
Lieut.-General Kardinalovski, one of the courts-martial judges under martial 
law. | 

It will be a matter extremely to be regretted if this prosecution be not 
proceeded with. It has always been emphatically affirmed by what are 
vaguely described as the “ local authorities '’’—the police, the gendarmerie, 


the present Gradonatchalnik, and the Union of Real Russians, that the 


revolutionary trouble here in 1905 was exclusively engineered by the Jews. 
Yet, here are no fewer than half-a-score of the orthodox City Fathers 
charged not only with promoting the * propaganda for popular freedom,” but 
with appropriating municipal moneys for that revolutionary purpose. The 
latter part of the indictment is scarcely credible. That,in the temporary 
and chaotie confusion of local affairs, there were malversations of city funds 
is readily credible, but anyone who knows anything of these incriminated 
officials will hesitate to accept the statement that they ever devoted a 
rouble of their peculations to the cause of popular freedom. That they are 
trimmers and opportunists one can also easily believe, but how has it come 
about that the whole of these half-score revolutionaries of 1905 are now, 
and have been for the last three or four years, leading lights of the 
Black Hundred majority of the City Council? Pelikan screams himself 
hoarse against the traitors and caitifis who dare to question the sacro- 
sanctity and demigod-like attributes of the Autocrat, and the rest of them 
are no less perfervid, more especially in their surpassingly indignant 
denunciation of the Jewish authors of the Revolution! If the Ministry 
of the Interior decide that this prosecution shall be proceeded with, and if 
the trial be not held in camera, the evidence forthcoming should be of very 
grave interest to the Jews in general, and to the Odessa Jewry more 
particularly. 


THE EDUCATION PROBLEM. 


For the second time during the last four years the Russian Cabinet has 
devoted its attention to the anti-Jewish restrictions in the Universities. It 
was in 1905 thatthe then Liberal Minister of Education, Count Tolstoi, for 
the first time since the enforcement of the percentage regulations, reported 
to his colleagues that in the opinion of the Russian students and people the 
hour had arrived for the opening of the higher educational institutions to 
the Jews. Inthose remarkable days only three members of the Council 
(Durnovo, Akimoff and Birileff), ventured to oppose his proposals as against 
ten, who approved of them. The resolution of the Witte Cabinet, however, 
failed to receive the Imperial sanction, and though in practice nearly all 
the Jewish applicants in 1905 gained admission into the Universities, the 
restrictions against them were left intact. At the last Cabinet méeting 
there was no question of removing the anti-Jewish regulations. The problem 
before the Ministers was of a far different character. It merely amounted 
to endorsing a suitable formula enabling the university authorities to admit 
a few Jewish candidates, in spite of the fact that so many of them had been 
accepted during the revolutionary period. Kven on so modest a proposition 
the Cabinet was afraid to express an opinion, and resolved that the 
Minister of Education should approach the Tsar in a less formal manner, and 
settle the problem in accordance with His Majesty’s views. 

Grave fears are entertained, however, in Jewish circles that even if the 
Tsar decides in favour of the Jewish students, it may after all prove a 
measure for the satisfaction of public opinion abroad, and of no value. To 
our coreligionists this year, as matters stand now, the relaxation could only 
come into force when the admission of new students will be completed. 

The Ministry of Commerce with its alleged Liberal chief, M. Timirazeff, 
has found it necessary toeffect a further reduetion of Jewish students in the 
Kieff Polytechnic, from ten to five per cent. The same department has also 
lowered the percentage of the Jews in the Warsaw Polytechnic from fifteen 
to ten per cent. | 

The Real Russians can, therefore, scarcely complain that the Govern- 
ment has turned a deaf ear to their petitions in the educational world. 

EXPULSIONS OF JEWS. 

The kKieff authorities have again repealed the order permitting Jewish 
merchants to reside there for a period not exceeding a fortnight. Simul- 
taneously with the new instructions issued to the local police, the night 
searches for our coreligionists- have reeommenced with renewed vigour, and 
the state of panic recently created by the wholesale expulsions of our 
brethren is once more in evidence everywhere. The efforts of the Russian 
merchants on behalf of their Jewish colleagues seem, therefore, to have had a 
temporary effect only. 

The Ministry of the Interior has also definitely rejected the petition of 
the Taurida Zemstvo requesting the Government to permit Jewish corn 
mercbants to reside in the province unmolested. __ 

More expulsions are reported from Kislovodsk, from the villages near 
Pereyaslev and from Siberia, where the authorities have not permitted 
Jewish cattle merchants to pay their usual visits to Asiatic Russia, At 
Yalta, too, the police have posted constables in the port to prevent Jews 


from landing there. 
THE BOKHARA JEWS. 


The Bokhara Jews have sent a deputation to Count Pahlen, who inspected 
the Turkestan district, requesting him to use his influence with the St. 
Petersburg authorities to restore them their old privileges of residing in 
Moscow and in Central Asia. Count Pahlen received them with great 
courtesy, and informed them that the Russian banks had already petitioned 
him on their behalf, and that he intended to do all in his power to repeal the 
restrictions issued against them. .

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IN THE PROVINCES. 


MANCHESTER. 


The seventieth annual report has been issued. It states :— 


The periodical inspection of the work of the schools has been 
made by the officers of the Manchester Education Committee, who 
have approved of the results of the work. The average number of boys is 706, of 
girls 669, and of infants 542, total 1,917; the percentage of attendance of boys and 
girls is 95, and of infants 92. The percentage of attendance is among the highest of 
the Manchester schools. The classes for swimming have been continued, but 
the Committee regret that the violin class had to be discontinued. An interesting 
experiment has been made in the girls’ department by the formation of 
a class for the elder girls, who either by reason of want of ability, 
or by having entered the school late, were in danger of being left among girls very 
much their juniors. Asit was felt that this was very detrimental to their develop- 
ment, a separate course of study was marked out forthem with the approval of His 
Majesty's Inspector. This course includes domestic work, such as cooking, mending 
and such usual school work as may be within the reach of the capabilities of the 
pupils, and with a view to its use in their future. The dinners for necessitous 
children have been continued, and are provided also for the pupils of the Southall and 
Waterloo Road schools. Gifts of clothing, boots and clogs have been given by the 
Ladies’ Clothing Society and the United Sisters Dorcas Society. The reports of 
former scholars who are the recipients of scholarships, and are attending places of 
higher education were invariably favourable. The balance-sheet shows income

The CHAIRMAN said that it was again his mournful duty to ask the 
Council to pass votes of condolence, and on that occasion it was with the 
families of two gentlemen whose services to the community and to the Coun- 
cil it was impossible to estimate. He referred to the late Mr. Abraham 
Rosenfeld and the late Mr. N.S. Joseph. He need say very little with regard 
to the invaluable help those gentlemen rendered the Council and the com- 
munity atlarge. Mr. Rosenfeld, in addition to the arduous and increasing 
duties which he performed in respect to other communal institutions— 
notably the Jews’ Free School, with which he was so closely identified—was, 
for no less than thirty years,a Warden of the Great Synagogue. He was 
wrapped up in its welfare, and took pride in its success in a way which acted 
as a stimulus to many younger than himself. Mr. N.S. Joseph was one of the 
most active men the community had produced. The earnestness, assiduity 
and zeal with which he pursued his duties were seldom equalled and certainly 
mever surpassed. The labour he gave to their various synagogues was of far 
greater value than the remuneration he received. He exercised a vigilance 


over their buildings, which sometimes called forth protests of dissent from 


the Boards of Management, but everybody recognised that he was actuated 
by one motive only, that of duty. 


Mr. H. LUCAS seconded the votes of condolence, which were carried 
unanimously. 


The Honours to the Chief Rabbi. 
The CHAIRMAN said that it would be somewhat lacking in the expression 


of the good feeling which they always liked to evince to the Chief Rabbi, if, 


notwithstanding that they had already passed him a vote of congratulation 
on his seventieth birthday, they omitted to notice the two distinctions 
which had been conferred upon him, firstly, by His Majesty the King, and 
secondly by the University of Oxford. The indication of the King’s favour 
was a mark that the Chief Rabbi's services had really penetrated far beyond 
the community to which he belonged, whilst the honour conferred by the 
University of Oxford showed a certain change of feeling which everybody 
who was anxious to see religious toleration more than a mere name could 
not fail to perceive with the greatest possible gratification. He moved a 
resolution, congratulating the Chief Rabbi on the honours conferred upon 
Aim, which was seconded by Mr. Hl. LUCAS and carried unanimously.

The CHAIRMAN moved a recommendation of the Executive Committee

DR. MAX NORDAU’S SIXTIETH BIRTHDAY. | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Smk,—As you are undoubtedly aware, Dr. Max Nordau will be celebrating 
his sixtieth birthday on the 29th of this month. In many Zionist circles 
steps are already being taken to make the anniversary of the venerable yet 
youthful intellectual hero a day of public festivity. 
they will praise the profound critic, the great orator, the brilliant author, 
the noble Jew and Zionist leader. More especially the “ Nordau circles,” 
on the Continent and beyond the Atlantic, will endeavour by solemn cele- 
brations to make it a day of mark. Toasts, speeches and congratulatory 
telegrams will be the order of the day. Fordo we not all owe a debt of 
gratitude to Max Nordau? None of us will be slow in expressing to him on 
his sixtieth birthday our feeling of heartfelt gratitude—gratitude to the Jew 
and to the author. 

But how ean we best express this gratitude to the Master and Leader? 
Those who know the tighting spirit of Nordau will admit that facts will be 
much more highly appreciated by him than empty words. It has not been 
given to Nordau to enrich Hebrew letters by his own contributions, but his 
interest in Hebrew literature is, nevertheless, very keen. And he—the 
great European author—saw with a bleeding heart how our Hebrew poets 
and authors were, and still are, literally dying of starvation, how their 
widows and orphans are often reduced to begging, and how the creators of 
Hebrew works, which occupy an honourable place in the literatures of the 
world, are the prey to the vicissitudes of fate and fortune. |

That the Council's resolution of April 20th last, placing at the disposal of the 
Borongh Synagogue a sum of £100 for providing the services of an assistant Reader 
for one year be rescinded, and that the Board of Management be empowered to engage 
a Reader at a salary of £150 perannum. | | 

He said that synagogues with larger deficits had permanent Readers, and 
he did not see why the Borough Synagogue should be singled out for excep- 
tional treatment. 

Mr. J. TRENNER, seconded the motion. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was no synagogue which he was nore 
inclined to support than the Borough Synagogue, with which he had deen 
associated for many years. A similar resolution, however, came before the 
Council in May last and was thrown out, and had it not been that a general 
election had taken place since, it could not have come up again. He would 

again ask the Council not to pass the resolution. They had no money to 
throw away. The duties imposed upon the Reader could be adequately 
discharged for the smaller sum. The Borough Synagogue formerly had an 
excellent gentleman for £100 per annum, and if they chose to take the trouble 
they could get another man for the same figure. The time required for the 
duties in the synagogue was very small, and during the greater part of the 
week the Reader would be able to teach or do similar work. 

Mr. E. LESSER thought it a serious matter that it should be laid down 
by an hon. officer of the United Synagogue, that £100 per annum was an 
‘adequate salary to give to a minister of religion. It was a discredit that a 
‘gentleman who was expected to administer to the spiritual needs of the 
community, should be told to eke out his income in whatever way he chose. 

Mr. 8S. H. Dupakc objected to the principle of “ half-timers ” being 
applied to a minister of religion. 

_ Mr. A. DAVIS said that the Borough Synagogue was in a neighbour- 
hood where the Jewish population was decreasing, and the Executive 
thought it could be carried on with one permanent official.

SPECIAL INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
| a WITH MRS. SIDNEY WEBB. 
Everybody who takes an intelligent interest in affairs has heard of the 
Minority Report of the Poor Law Commissioners. That memorable volume— 
with its analysis of the prevalent conditions 
among the masses of the poor— is an historic 
contribution to the annals of modern England. 


It is an attempt at practical statesmanship. 
It does not merely diagnose; it prescribes. 
It offers a reasoned, logical and consistent 
scheme of treatment fur the destitution and 
misery that are draining so much of the 
vitality of the people. Nor is that scheme 
complex, or even wholly new. It is simple, 
and endeavours to build upon a base already 
prepared by the wiser measures of social 
reform. The guiding principle, or inspiration, 
of the scheme is the old, old maxim— preven- 
tion is better than cure. | 

The Minority Report sets out from the 
premise that it is better to grapple with the 
causes of destitution than to wait until 
destitution has set in and then to administer 
relief. That is homely doctrine—good, 
sound, economical. The applica- 
tion of relief by Poor Law authorities 
has been proved to be expensive where it has not been cruel, and to 
be powerless in both cases to arrest the constant streams of recruits to 
the ranks of the destitute. Mrs. Sidney Webb and a few colleagues, who 
performed the heavy task of drawing upthe Minority Report, therefore propose 
to have done with the Poor Law. No more costly and ineffective plasters for 
social diseases, istheir proposal. Instead, they propose to resolve the worst 
type of poverty, that ts to say, destitution, so to speak, into its component 
elements, and to hand over each element to the authority best 
calculated to deal with it, with instructions to prevent its

continuance, so far as possible, by grappling with the specific causes. | 


To some extent this plan, as already hinted, is at this moment in operation. 
Existing authorities, entrusted by Parliament with new powers, have for 
some time been encroaching more and more on the province of the Poor 
Law. The local education authority, the loeal health authority, the local 
lunacy authority, and the local pension authority, are increasingly at work 
on the causes of destitution. Mrs. Sidney Webb and her colleagues propose 
to build upon that foundation—to extend the powers and the activities of 
these authorities, enabling them not only to relieve, but to avoid the 
necessity for relief by early treatment of the pre-desposing causes that 
would otherwise necessitate people being helped. As Mrs. Webb herself 
put it in a recent number of the Christian Commonwealth: Each authority

“Yes; but Limagine that the work should be done more in conjunction 
with the Public Health authority, so that the Gentile may derive some 
instruction from it. My experience of Jews is that they live actually in 
the midst of Gentiles. Therefore it is useless to stamp out phthisis in 
a Jewish family, if there is a non-Jewish family next door infected with it, 
and liable to infect its Jewish neighbours.” | 

I called attention to a number of departments of Jewish charitable 
work with a view to seeing to what extent the preventive ideals at which 
Mrs. Webb aims are already part of the everyday work of the community. 
There was the case of the work.among consumptives, already given. Then, 
again, there was the case of the loans advanced to poor people, so that they 
might stand on their own feet, and be saved from sliding into chronic want 
or pauperism. The loans system Mrs. Webb described as admirable, as a 
means of helping selected individuals, but it was not applicable to the 
whole of the unemployed, and it could bardly rank as preventing the 
causes of men being thrown out of work. No less admirable, in her 
Opinion, was the apprenticeship work of the Board of Guardians; the 
old age pensions given to the deserving poor by Jews many years before the 
conscience of the State was stung into a similar course; the Mothers’ 
meetings, with their instruction to mothers as to the feeding of children and 
the :mprovement of the home; the provident maternity nursing of the Sick 
Room Helps Society ; and the teaching of the deaf and dumb to speak and 
to earn their living at a trade. Many of these branches of Jewish 
philanthropy, Mrs. Webb cordially agreed, did lie in the direction 
to which she desired to lead the State. Their purpose was 
strongly prophylactic—designed to anticipate and prevent destitution. 
Mrs. Webb, again, desires to set up a register of all forms of public 
assistance, and that the Registrar of Public Assistance should have certain 
definite functions in the co-ordination of all domiciliary treatment given at the 


_ public expense. Toa certain extent the Jewish Board of Guardians already 


fulfils this task. It willingly gives to any institutions that may require it, 
information as to the people whom it is helping, and thus, in an incipient sort of 
way, keeps a register of assistance. If only Jewish charities would voluntarily 
communicate the names of their own beneficiaries to the Board, the Board 
would have at the disposal of the various institutions a fairly complete list 
of beneficiaries from Jewish charitable funds, and the way would be paved 
for the co-ordination of all help given at the communal expense. 

I could not help suggesting that as the community had gone so far in 
the realisation of Mrs. Webb’s object, she might think it worth while to 
confer with Jewish charity managers in order to make the Jewish system 
more consciously a pioneer. In this way she would have a working model 


to which she might point in any future propaganda. But Mrs. Webb replied 
that one community does not like to be taught by having forced on its notice 
the superiority of another community. 

“1 am afraid,” she added, “that that is human nature. But,” she pro- 
ceeded, “ your community could do much service to the Gentile community 
by, so to speak, eoming in to the larger organisation, and giving it an 
impetus through the energy and ingenuity, which Jews have shown 
themselves to possess in dealing with their own problems. For instance, if 
you could thoroughly explain your preventive health work and affiliate it to 
the similar work of the Public Health Organisation in a given town or 
district, you would greatly stimulate preventive work among the Gentile 
population.” 

How could such affiliation work ? 

“You could affiliate your health visitors with the Public Health 
Authority. You could keep the two in close touch. The Public Health 
Department could then point to you as an exemplar. On the other hand, 
the Public Health Department could help you with regard to overcrowding. 
Jews would enormously benefit by a rise in the standard of health and 
manners among the general population. We have started a National 
Committee to bring about the break-up of the Poor Law and the transference 
of each part of the service to the several preventive authorities like the 
Education Authority and the Public Health Authority. The National Com- 
mittee, which has its offices at 5 and 6, Clement's Inn, Strand, already 
numbers Jews as well as Gentiles among its members, and is publishing 


literature and arranging lectures and discussions in all sorts of societies, | 


We hope that the committee, when it has done its work in breaking up. the 
Poor Law and starting the policy of prevention, will be able to help in co- 
ordinating all sorts of voluntary effort with the public preventive organisation, 
At that moment the Jewish community could come in asa leading exemplar.” 

Mrs. Sidney Webb, at one time resided in the East End of London, and 
there, of course, she came into frequent touch with the Jewish population. 
But she told me that she has no recent knowledge of East End Jewry. 
“What I felt,’ she continued, “ when I was living among them was that 
though very admirable within their own community, they rather forgot their 
obligation to raise those that were not of their people.” 

1 should have thought that their powers and opportunities would be 
exhausted by their efforts to remedy their own conditions ? 

‘ Well, I think they might be sympathetic to the bodies dea‘ing with the 
Gentile populations on the same preventive principles that they themselves 
areemploying. You have to remember this—that your voluntary associations 
have more authority and are almost of the nature of governmental organi- 
sations with dealing with your people. You are able to bring to bear 
disciplinary forces which in the case of the Gentiles can only be exerted by 
public authorities.” 

Discussing the evolution of English Jewry, Mrs. Webb remarked that 
she would véry much deplore—what she thought was happening in America 
—the gradual decay of the Jewish religion among the community here. 

*T think,’ she said, “that the Jew without his religion, is, to use a 
eolloquial phrase, a bad lot. I feel very strongly that there are only two 
things worth having in this life. One isthescientific method applied to the 
processes of life, and the other is a good, strong, dogmatic religious creed 
to guide the purposes of life. Any community that loses that creed loses the 
whole meaning of life. When I lived in the East End I found the process of 
religious dissolution going on to some extent. among the Jews. I found that 
it led to immorality and a low habit of life. If the Jew once loses his tradi- 
tions and feelings of reverence for something bigger than himself, he is very 
apt to slide into a base form of materialism, because the Jew has the sensuous 
side of his nature well developed.” | 

It is difficult for the Jew to keep his religion in a non-Jewish environ- 
ment ? 

“Yes: and I find that when the poor of different creeds mingle, their 
own religious ideals tend to become weakened. If | werea Jewess | should 
he tremendously anxious to keep the Jew fast to his traditions and 
religion.”

In the afternoon a conference was held at Jews’ College, when there was 
a good attendance, and various papers read.

The first paper was that of Mr. H. M. ADLER, and dealt with the place of 


history in the curriculum. He said that any scheme of teaching 
must, in the long run, rest for its success upon the teachers 


themselves. In some cases they would, no doubt, be told that history was 


it might be said that there was room 


He did not think history was another subject; at least, it ought not to be 
taught, except in the most advanced class, as a separate subject. Further, 
he did not think they could teach either Bible or religion without history. 
History need not take up any extra amount of time, but rather it would 
throw additional light on the work already being done. History, more than 
anything else, instilled a pride of race and a pride of religion, and all those 
things demanded that in some shape or form it should be taught in the 
Classes. The teaching of history could not be done from the Bible alone. 
It was essential for the teacher to have some greater guide than he could 
derive from the Bible, which, whilst no doubt most valuable and accurate, 
was sometimes out of perspective. History again must be made a living 
subject to the pupils, and that could be done by the production of photo- 
graphs and coins, and by means of lanternlectures.’ To sum up, history must 
be taught incidentally, it must be adapted to the various standards, and it 
must cover as much ground of the Bible as possible. For post-bibdlical 
history they would have to give a separate lesson, but it would only be to 
advanced children to whom that would be taught. 

Mr. A. KAHN read a paper on the methods of teaching Hebrew, and 
pointed out that if the teaching was to lead to something more than a 
smattering, the child must write Hebrew. Writing must not be regarded as 
an extra but must be part and parcel of the method of teaching Hebrew from 
the very beginning. | 

Dr. A. EIlCHHOLZ delivered an address on “ Examinations.” He said that 
it would be seen fram the Union's report that they had not resorted to the 
familiar method of torture of examining children. They had steadfastly held 
that for the present it was no part of their duty to undertake specific 
examinations in the subjects of instruction. That, of course, was a some- 
what new tradition in Jewish religion classes, although it was old enough in 
the general educational world in this country. They felt that coming into 
classes on a few occasions during the year they would be quite unable to 
form an estimate by examination of the work being done. If an examina- 
tion was to be held--for which they felt there was a necessity-—it should 
be by those who, in the main, were responsible for the instruction, the 
teaching staff, under the supervision of the superintendents, on their own 
initiative, with outside aid should the necessity be felt for it. 

Each paper was followed by a short discussion, in which the following 
joined: Dayan Feldman, the Revs. Dr. D.de Sola Pool (New York), A. A. Green, 
H. M. Lazarus and D. Wasserzug, Dr. S$. Daiches and Mr. Leopold Frank. 

The prizes presented by the Chairman and the Singer memorial prt.

Dr. Max Nordau's Zionist Writings.* 

The publication of Dr. Max Nordau’s “ Zionistische Schriften” is 4 
notable event from many points of view. The oceasion that has prompted 
the appearance of the work is the sixtieth birthday of the distinguished 
writer, which will take place on the 29th of this month; and the Actions 
Committee of the Zionist Organisation, which is responsible for the volume. 
was well inspired in arranging so beneficent a celebration of that anni- 


versary. These circumstances are primarily of personal interest, but the 
personal interest in this case is merged in the public interest, which wil] 
be justly aroused not in any particular country, but in all parts of the world 
where there are self-conscious Jews. For the name of Max Nordau has been 
indelibly imprinted on the page of Jewish history as the most fearless 
champion and the most eloquent exponent of Jewish nationalism in modern 
times, and the appearance of his collected speeches and essays on Zionisi 
in volume form may be rightly characterised as a landmark in the history of 
Jewish literature. 

From the personal point of view, the book is of fascinating and instruc. 
tive interest to those who recollect that the author is also author of 
* Degeneration ” and of “Conventional Lies of our Civilisation,” which set 
the whole learned world by the ears. In these works there was a vast 
battery of destructive criticism levelled against modern civilisation ; they 
re-echoed with the jeremiads of a prophet of woe. But in the “ Zionistische 
Schriften” we have an extensive and impressive armoury of constructive 
argument exercised on behalf of a people which is centuries older than 
modern civilisation ; we have a series of eloquent, statesmanlike, and forcible 
addresses in explanation and vindication of the movement for the re-estab- 
lishment of the Jewish nation in Palestine. In substance the contents of the 
béok consist of essays, articles and speeches composed and delivered during 
the last twelve years, that is, from the very birth of Political Zionism. 
They comprise the brilliant orations spoken at the various Congresses, 
memorable both for the magical eloquence by which they were inspired and 
the masterly and moving descriptions they presented of the Jewish situation 
throughout the world. They include several miscellaneous speeches given 
in London, Paris, the Hague, and Amsterdam, and the dignified and touching 
memorial oration on Herzl. And they embrace a number of articles on 
various phases of Zionist thought and activity contributed to Continenta} 
periodicals in different languages; and finally a few poems, one addressed 
to the manes of Theodor Herzl, and the other forming a supplement to 
Heine’s * Deutschland, ein Wintermiirechen.” | 

Both from the literary and the historical point of view the interest and 
value of this work are great and many-sided. Its literary worth consists 
not only in the matchless eloquence of form in which all the speeches are 
couched, not only in the depth of thought and the relentless logic by which 
they are marked, but also, and more especially, in the skill and subtlety with 
_ which both the emotions and the reason are appealed to simultaneously. As 
a wielder of those useful, yet dangerous, instruments, satire and irony, 
| Dr. Nordau has ample scope in dealing with the opponents of Zionism—with 
the rabbis who pray for Zion, but fear it, and with the preachers of assimi- 
lation, who are ashamed to be reminded of their Jewish origin. But touches 
| of pathos are also not lacking, for only too many pages in this book depict 
the misery in which millions of Jews are still pining. As for the historical 
interest of the work, that cannot be summed up ina phrase. We have here 
a complete history of the inner development of Zionist endeavour—not so 
much a record of the establishment or evolution of ‘institutions, as of the 
moral, intellectual, and political advancement of the movement. It presents 
a faithful mirror of the various streams of opposition, of the moments of 
| hope and despair, of inner conflict and conciliation. The so-called ** Mission 
of Judaism,” the justification of Jewish Nationalism, the attitude of the 
| rabbis to Zionism, the forces of assimilation and anti-Semitism—these are 
| but a few of the leading themes in the work. Its ultimate and commanding 

value consists in its presenting in splendid and enduring literary form a 
penetrating and scientific exposition and an eloquent and persuasive

The first annual meeting of the Association of Subscribers to Charities 
ag held at the Mansion House yesterday week. Lord Rothschild, who was 
cea presided, was prevented by indisposition from attending. The Earl 
iv Lichtield, who read his letter of apology, said that Lord Rothschild had, 
: » its foundation, given the Association continuous and consistent sup- 
oort, and they owed him a deep debt of gratitude for the interest he had 
“an in it. 
wort Hi \SSEY, Who oecupied the chair, said that he had a profound 
respect for Lord Rothschild. The great house over which he presided was 
a great national asset affording a high example of the conduct of business 
with vast skill, and always in the spirit of truth and honour. In time of 
trouble that great house was as a strong rock in a wide sea. As a philan- 
thropist of the wisest and most effective kind Lord Rothsehild deserved 
and he was sure received, the gratitude of the public. He went on to deal 
with the branch of the Association's work relating to the marine charities, 
and said that in its efforts to co-ordinate and improve philanthropic work, 
the Association approached the charities as a friend and not merely asa critic. 

The E\kL OF LICHFIELT» gave an account of the first year’s operations, 
and said that the Association had been primarily feeling its feet.

Mr. LeoNARD L. COHEN, one of the subsequent speakers, described what 
the Jewish Board of Guardians had done for many years past on the lines 
advocated by the Association. The relations between the Board and the 
Association were most satisfactory. The Board was now acting 
upon sone suggestions made by the energetic secretary of the Association, 
which he hoped would bear good fruit. He observed that a Committee had 
heen formed to deal with the apprenticing charities, of which the Hon. 
Secretary of the Industrial Department of the Board was a member. His 
advice and experience would be of some use, as the Board had over 1,000 
apprentices under its care at the present moment. Both the Treasurers of 
the Board were on the Council of the Association, as well as one of its Hon. 
Secretaries and more than one member of the Board. It fully sympathised 
with the work. 

Mr. ALERED MOSLEY, C.M.G.,and Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN alsospoke. Mr. 
Franklin gave an account of the work of the Statistical Committee, of which 
he is Chairman, and mentioned as an interesting fact, that those charities 
were better managed which depended on the support of living subscribers 
than those the income of which was derived from endowments.

Exhibition of Egyptian Discoveries 
at University College. 


huring this week Professor Flinders Petrie has been holding, at 
University College, Gower Street, his annual exhibition of antiquities, 
Which were discovered, dunipg the past winter, by the British School of 
Archeology, working in Egypt under his direction. The antiquities, which 
are now shown in a room on the ground floor, near the principal entrance, 
and will be on view every day till the end of the month, are of more than 
usual interest, which is saying much, for each year Professor Petrie’s results 
have heen of considerable value. 

In the earlier part of the season operations were carried on at Qurneh, 
the cemetery of Thebes, some of the finds in which date back to 3,500 B.c, 
Among these is ineluded a burial belonging, probably, to the XVIIth 
dynasty about 1600 B.c.), which is considered to be “the richest entire 
burial that has been brought from Egypt.” There is the coflin, hewn out of 
4 single block, decorated, gilded and painted. The bones of the interred 
bod y are in perfeet condition. 
burial of a small child. At the side of the large coflin was found a basket of 
toilet objects, containing a horn, a blue marble bowl, a bronze cutting-out 
khife,etc. Inside the coffin Was a wooden head-rest, an obsidian kohl-pot, 
an alabaster vase of ointment, a bead fly-whisk, and other objects. The 
lewellery placed on the body is all complete, and is alone worth a visit to 
the exhibition. 
. Bible students will, however, be chiefly interested in the great 
discovery of the year at-Memphis. Professor Petrie and his students have 
Succeeded in unearthing the palace of King Apries—the Pharaoh Hophra of 
the Bible, referred to by Jeremiah in the following passage (Jer. xliv., 30): 

Thus saith the Lord, Behold I will give Pharaoh-Hophra King of Egypt into 

the hands of his enemies, and into the hand of them that seek his life; as I 
g>’ve Zelekiah King of Judah into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar King of 
abylon, his enemy, and that sought his life.” This great building covered 
two acres, and in parts was fifty feet high. Seven of the stone-lined halls 
pmain, and they were over forty feet long.

THE CONFERENCE OF | 
ANGLO-JEWISH MINISTERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—At the forthcoming conference of Jewish ministers, the question 
what place the provincial minister, who also follows the uncongenial, but 
none the less important occupation of Shechita, shall hold in the Anglo- 
Jewish ministry, will doubtless come up for discussion. Opinions on the 
matter will vary. As appears from expressions and allusions contained in 
recent correspondence in your columns on the subject, there will be some 
who, owing perhaps to a feelingof superciliousness, will advocate the exclusion 
of such servants of the community from the Union. It would, therefore, be in 
the interest of the community that the term “ Anglo-Jewish Ministry ”’ 
should be clearly defined, and that those able and competent to 
form an opinion should set it forth in your esteemed journal for the benefit 
of your numerous readers. My own personal opinion is that not only will 


the recognition of the Shochet by the Union not be antagonistic to the dignity | 


of the ministry, but it will add prestige to it; whereas his exclusion will 
stamp it as a body unable to take a higher view of Judaism. For is not the 
function of Shechita after all a most necessary adjunct of orthodox Judaism, 
and is not the Shochet in the provinces performing the holiest offices 
in the synagogue, for instance, acting as emissary of the congregation— 
WAY M2’ and imparting Hebrew and religious instruction to the young? And 
in addition to this threefold combination of duties, he has also to do social 
work of various kinds, and a host of other work which a privileged minister 
of the United Synagogue would not deign to perform, not because that work 
is outside the domain of the ministry, but because there are other officials 
whom he is pleased to call inferior, to do it. ee 

Moreover, an unfavourable decision on this head will play into the 
hands of the opponents of Shechita. They will say that the Jewish ministry 
has officially declared it tabooed in refusing to admit into its body the man 
who pursues such ealling, notwithstanding the fact that he performs work 
of a high order in the congregation. The ministry should be understood in 
a wider sense, and should embrace within its sphere and ranks all who are 
servants of the congregation in the sense of ministering to its spiritual, 
religious and social needs. In twenty-four places in the Bible the priests 
are also named Levites, though their respective duties were of a diverse 
nature (vide Tractates 35 and 15 

Shechita forms an essential part of orthodox Judaism. Wherever a few 
Jewish families happen to reside, the cry is 12’ 13? 13M, and they instantly 
combine for the purpose of engaging the necessary individual. A great and 
grievous wrong would be done, morally and materially, to the Shochet if 
his interests were to be neglected by the proposed organisation. In faci it 
is the most bounden duty of the ministry to take up the cause of Shechita,. 
and endeavour by all means at its disposal to raise it to an honourable posi- 
tion inthe community. Far from Shechita degrading the minister, the 
minister honours and elevates Shechita. | | 

An enlightened Christian friend once said to me that what he admired 


most in Judaism was its intimate connection with the varied phases of life. . 


Judaism deals with the whole process and gamut of existence. Its influence 
is felt in every human concern. It invades even the slaughterhouse, and 
the Jewish Minister is thus a true representative of his holy ealling, 
regarding all human work as Divine. The Jewish minister in the slaughter- 
house is a pleasing contrast to the rough non-Jewish butcher with whom 
he works, and his presence in the reeking atmosphere of the abattoir has a 
moralising influence, apt to temper somewhat the prevailing gloom. He is 
the cleric par excellence in the sense of not shirking work of the meanest 
order, thus truly acting upon the ancient Rabbinic adage: “ Flay a carcase 
in the market place for which thou obtainest remuneration, and say not ‘I am 
a priest, honourable and learned man, and the work is not becoming my 
position.’”’ (PONDS). The Shochet, instead of being looked upon with 
disdain and regarded as an unworthy member of the ministry, should be 
encouraged and assisted to learn his calling in a more scientific manner, 
compatible with the advancement of modern thought. He should not be 
satistied with only studying the laws of Shechita as found in the Shulchan 
Aruch, but the latter should be amplified and elucidated in the light 
of modern principles of science. He should have a thorough acquaintance 
with animal physiology, and all subjects having a direct bearing on meat 
inspection, so that he may be able to argue a point with the meat Inspector. 
There is plenty of scope in this branch of Judaism for improvement. Shechita 
could and should be raised to a science, and when it is thus raised, the 
reproach attached. to it by its opponents will be removed with greater ease 
and better effect. It would surely enhance the outlook of the ministry on 
Jewish life, if its organisation to be established would include in its pro- 
gramme the consideration of this all-important matter. 

The question of the provincial Shochet may now be sub judice by the 
organising Committee appointed to arrange the future conference, and 
formulate an adequate programme for discussion. But 1 venture to hope 
that the good judgment and souid common-sense with which the majority of 
this duly constituted Committee, that numbers among its members the most 
experienced and talented of our ministers, are credited, will not permit them 
to fall into the error into which some have abready fallen, of thinking that the 
inclusion in the Union of this much-abused section of the clerical profession 
will be derogatory to the prestige and fair name of the Jewish ministry. 


In my Opinion the question is no less important a topic within the pur- | 


view of a Union of ministers than the other outstanding problems of the 
community, long awaiting solution, with which the forthcoming conference 
will be called upon to deal. |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—The castigations of your correspondent, “ Sigma,” leave me in the 
same serene frame of mind, in which the big corporal, when upraided by his 
friends for permitting his diminutive wife to chastise him, replied, * Oh, well, 
it pleases her, and it does not hurt me.” But I certainly consider, that if, 
instead of merely promising to ignore me in the future, he would already have 
done so in this instance, he would not have proved to us the pitiable weak- 
ness of his case; for upon analysing his statements, I find that he has well 
followed in the footsteps of the attorney, who, when finding that he had no 
case, commenced to vilify the opposition counsel. The‘salient features 
of his communication to your columns in your issue of the 18th June 
were that the list of those present was too representative, that certain 
officials will have to be discarded, and that the most important question 
rested upon the status of the ministry. Now, when examining his reply in 
your present issue to my remarks in your issue of the 25th ult., I find, that 
he tells me, that although I had considered the formation of a ministerial 
Trades Union the most sensible part of his programme, he now has no 
intention of forming one. He ridicules and vindicates my denunciation of the 
present non-Jewish title and garb by Jewish ministers as so much mummery, 
by pointing out, that otherwise he might be mistaken for myself ; 
two of my chief complaints about the rite of the priestly benediction 


having been abolished in so-called orthodox synagogues, and about EF 
services for children having been introduced instead of our teaching the young 
our sacred tongue, he leaves completely unanswered, and my further lament 
that some of our most beautiful old melodies have been so stupidly discarded 
he disposes of with the cheap sneer at my inability of comprehension. How 
ever, he correctly fathoms my fear that the conclave of ministers may pul! 
down further pillars of our faith, and it is this possibility which frightens a}! 
those of us who forsee that if the coming conference will have the same 
destructive result as the last, the only thing left for us to do will be to 
solicit a capable preacher to give us the funeral oration upon the passing 
away of poor effete Anglo-Jewry ; then we may truly exclaim “sic transit 
gloria mundi.” 

Your able article in your issue of last Friday, reporting the interview 
with Professor Asher of New York, presents a truly sad picture of the de- 
Judaisation of American Jewry, but there the good excuse of course is, that 
whilst the ministers do all they can, they are unable to cope with 
whelming numbers. Now the point which interests us is to see whet we 
ourselves stand any better, as if not, we are immeasurably worse off fok we 
certainly could not urge the same excuse on our own behalf, and in that dase 
would have but poor cause of congratulation for having landed upon these 
hospitable shores. The marvellous vitality of our race throughout the Aves

ZIONISM. 


DR. NORDAU ON THE PRESENT POSITION OF THE MOVEMENT. 


[From our Correspondent. } 
| VIENNA, July 4. 


\ representative of the Lemberger Zeitung has extracted from Dr. Max 
Nordau some very interesting and noteworthy information respecting the 
present state of affairs In Zionism. “ Every event in Turkey subsequent to 
the promulgation of the Constitution, said Dr. Nordau, . turned out exactly 
as 1 predicted, and as I pointed out in the Neue Freie Presse of June Ist. 
The revolution and its consequences interested me therefore, not alone as 
journalist, but also as Zionist, but | must maintain a passive attitude in 
reference to the occurences in Turkey. The Zionists in Turkey must stand 
above parties and must not mix themselves up in the internal affairs of the 
eountry nor take an active part in them. This was the reason that even 
hefore the revolution, when an open letter against the President of the 
Turkish Government, Ahmed Riza, appeared in the French paper, L’Indé- 
pendait, and when I learnt that this had been written by a Constantinople 
member of our party, I at once called the attention of the Smaller Actions 
Committee to. the matter, and expressed the wish that such a thing should 
not occur again, as open interference in internal Turkish affairs must do 
Jionisai a great deal of harm.” In the further course of the conversation 
yr, Nordau @andidly declared that in opposition to the present feeling 
among Zionists he was no special friend of colonisation work in Palestine, 
In a lecture, De. Nordau had said: “ We have in Palestine but-one colony, 
and that is the Jewish land, and we have only one body of immigrants to 
send there: the Jewish people.” On the other hand, Dr. Nordau spoke in 
favour of the establishment of as many ‘schools in Palestine as possible, as 


these were in a position to harmonise the old and new generations. In view. | 


of the many complaints which, especially in the Austrian Zionist Press, are 
being made against the central direction that at the present moment they 
have no plan of operations, and, politically, live only from one day to another, 
and from hand to mouth, Dr. Nordau said: “Such complaints are becoming 
more freqaent, but Ido not agree with them. The leaders of the movement 
know very well what they desire, and if Herr Wolffsohn is at present ona 
two months’ visit to Constantinople it is not with the object of seeking 
amusements whieh he could not find in Cologne, but solely tor the purpose 
of gettine into touch with the authorities and of ascertainingonthespot in what 
wa’ the Zionist programme can be carried through. If, nevertheless, 
complaints are raised on many sides against the leaders of the movement, 
this is nothing new in Judaism. The Jewish people is great in hopes, in 


fears, and in desires, but it is very small in support and gifts when its own |

objects are affected.”

THE REV. DR. HOCHMAN'S 
VIEWS OF ZIONISM. 


| 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH C’*RONICLE.”’ 


Sir,—Permit me to make a few observations upon the sermon by the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph Hochman, which you printed in your issue of June 25th. He re- 
states in parta well-known theory which is to replace or reconcile the different 
and differing opinions of the Zionists and anti-Zionists, the Nationalists and 
Universalists, and of such Jews as are described by the speaker. as 
“Synagogue Jews.” He seeks to find “ some definite standpoint high above 
popular passion, to win the light that shall guide us aright and unite us for 
the fulfilment of the purpose of our existence.” The “definite standpoint” 
is this, namely: We must ‘preserve our Jewish consciousness; we 
must study our history and science; we must not forget that we are a 
nation. We dare not strive, however, to re-establish a Jewish State, for that 
would be disloval. It would also be against the universalistie idea. 

“Israel's country,’ says the preacher, ‘never was geographical but 
always moral.” It is not quite clear to me what the lecturer means by a 
“moral” country in this sense. But this I do know, that Israel once 
occupied a geographical territory and that all the ideas that make Israel 
‘a nation unlike the nations, a people apart,” derive from that time when 
Israel had a land of his own, in which the people was able to develop, free 
and unfettered, its specific individuality. All that is good and noble and 
really distinguished in us to-day is referable to that time. Indeed, that 
national consciousness which the speaker would have us cultivate still, 
would be quite unthinkable were it not for the fact that we did once 
possess a “veographiecal land.” Butall this notwithstanding, Dr. Hochman 
seems to be opposed to the re-establishment of such a State. He even 
ventures to call it a baseless, a perverted hope. . 

It is not everyone, | admit, that is able to feel the dignity and rightful 
pride of belonging to a people which has behind it a glorious history, and 
which has given to mankind the Bible and an exalted ethical system. 
Therefore, when persons, who, devoid of all feeling of nationality and 
advocating complete assimilation, are against the re-building of a Jewish 
State—this is perfectly understandable. But that a man who not only 
approves the Jewish nationality, but is full of enthusiasm for heightening 
the Jewish conseciousness—that such a man, holding these opinions, should 
nevertheless be opposed to the re-establishment of a Jewssh State, in which 
this very Jewish consciousness would reach its highest culmination, and in 
which the opportunity would be given to the Jewish people to develop and 
grow along lines congenial to the national genius—that is somewhat 
remarkable. Surely it is only in such a State that the very objects for 
which Dr. Hochman is longing can be properly attained at all. At the best 
they are, and can only be, artificial—hot-house growths—elsewhere. It would 


be absurd on my part to emphasise the fact that, in spite of all our efforts, 


the overwhelming pressure of the outside world, in our present dispersed 
and anomalous condition, is steadily crushing out all Jewish life, and with it 
all Jewish ideals and aspirations. 

Dr. Hochman is of opinion that the re-establishment of a Jewish State 
would not only be disloyal, but would also be against the universalistic idea, 
As regards the first point, the following is clear:—He who loves his people 
with the love evident in the speaker's words, must stand exalted above any 
charge of disloyalty arising from this very love and devotion. And as 
regards the second point, I think that it is just we Jews who are proof of 
the fact that the ideal of universalism will take some considerable time 
yet, counting in centuries, before its realisation ; for the Jewish question 
has been in existence some two thousand years. | 

But meanwhile, before this ideal is attained, can we alford to wait and 
voluntarily deprive ourselves, of the only real defence against the floods of 
assimilation, which are gaining ground day by day, in which we shall lose not 
only our life, but those very ideals, that very nationality and Jewish con- 
sciousness which the speaker vehemently urges his congregation to rescue 
and preserve ? | 

Finally, consider the dilemma into which the speaker is led. He wants 
no “ retrograde nation-state.” He would, however, view benevolently the 
attempt to gain for the Jewish nation in that portion of the Turkish Empire, 
Palestine, which of all places on earth is most rich in Jewish associations— 
it is thus the preacher refers to our ancient fatherland and its divine story 


-— the opportunity of winning that full and free Jewish life out of which 


may be born a distinctively Jewish living message for the world.” But this 
way lies grave danger to the speaker’s thesis. For this Jewish national 
settlement in Palestine “with its full and free Jewish life and its 
distinetively Jewish living message,” has all the constituents of a vigorous 
“territorial nation.” It is the “ retrograde Jewish nation-state.” Therefore 
we must either do without the first portion of the preacher's sermon, or with- 
out the last portion. | |

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Dayan Feldman on 
the Late Mr. Abraham Rosenfeld. 


The Rev. Dayan Feldman occupied the pulpit of the Great Synagogue last 
Sabbath and, by special request, devoted his sermon to an appreciation of 
the late Mr. A. Rosenfeld, who had been associated with the synagogue for nearly 
half-a-century, and who, for a period of over thirty years, extending to almost 
the end of his life, had served it in the capacity of junior but acting warden, 
and served it loyally, faithfully and well. In the course of his sermon 
the preacher said: How deep was his attachment to the Great Shool, 
how zealously and earnestly he laboured for its welfare, with what diligence 
and devotion he attended to and supervised all matters, both great and small, is 
best Known to those who had from time to time been associated with him on the 
Board of Management, and on the larger Council of the United Synagogue. But 
even the ordinary members had ample and repeated opportunities of recognising how 
uppermost in his mind, and how deep-seated in his heart, were the welfare and the 
interests of the Great Shool. His thoughtful reviews at the annual members’ meet- 
ings, his regular addresses at the congregational re-unions on the Day of the 
Rejoicing in the Law, were always characterised by a warm enthusiasm for Ahe 
atfairs of this congregation. . They breathed the spirit of loving pride in this House 
of God, a conscientious belief in its intrinsic greatness and its position of 
superiority among synagogal institutions. “ The greatest honour,” he would often 
say to the Bridegrooms of the Law, “to which any man could aspire, was to be 
honoured by the Great, the Cathedral Synagogue. With what glowing fervour 
he would dwell upon the historic associations which clustered round this — 
beautiful building. With what ardour and enthusiasm he would recall its ancient 
glories; and when, as in recent years, he had to deplore its waning fortunes and its 
declining greatness, he would endeavour to imbue the congregation with the same 
love for the synagogue and the same devotion with which he himself was inspired. 
He would urge upon every member to try and help in restoring the Great Shool to its 
high position of prosperity and dignity which it occupied in the days of old. And this 
message must continue to inspire us now that he is gone, and imbue us with an 
ardent love for, pride in, and devotion to this our synagogue. | 

How grieved was the late Mr. Rosenfeld to see the gradual falling-off in the 
attendances at the Sabbath services ; and he was particularly pained at the decline in 
the number of lady worshippers. From his seat in the Warden’s-box he would 
frequently scan the ladies’ galleries, and one could almost detect in the expression of 
his countenance a reflection of the number of empty benches which met his gaze. He 
was most persistent in his expressed desire to increase the attendance and to 
encourage more especially the young women and the mothers in Israel to participate 
in public divine worship. And whatever one might say as to the measures he desired 
to adopt in order to secure the aim in view, his intentions were always honest and his 
motives lofty and pure. And we can honour his memory best if we strive to give 
effect to the spirit of his intentions, if we frequent this House of God in larger 
numbers, if we induce our wives and our grown-up children to come and join us 
regularly in public worship and thus draw from this sanctuary of God the inspira- 
tion for good, honest, and pure lives. | 

Rabbinic literature has preserved for us many tales of tenderness and love shown 
to the young and helpless of God's creatures by Israel's destined leaders. And the 
prophets and sages af old have often indicated how the love for and attention to the 
tender and the young usually served as a mark of fitness for the leadership of men. 
‘* Let him who understands to feed the flocks, says the Holy One blessed be He, come 
to direct and lead my people.” ‘The late Mr. Rosenfeld’s fitness for the position of 
Parnass was evidenced in his deep affection and tender care for the children and the 
young. I willnot here dwell upon the signal services which he rendered to thousands 
of children in connection with that great school—the Jews’ Free School. How he 
sought to make them happy and how he interested himself in their welfare not only 
whilst they weré at school but also after they had left it. But we here of this svyna- 
gogue remember well the many attentions and acts of kindness which he showed to 
the younger members of the congregation. He was most indulgent with these little 
congregants: He always studied their comforts and their needs. He introduced 
regular addresses to Barmitzvah boys and would engage with them in lengthy and 

friendly conversation as to their present condition and future prospects. He was 
keenly interested in the special children’s services which he introduced and greatly 
encouraged. But he did something more, something which from a conservative point 
of view was of even greater value. He arranged periodic sermons to children as 
part of the ordinary Sabbath service, in order to accustom these children to accompany 
their parents and in some cases even to draw their elders to the synagogue and to 
familiarise the young in the regular Sabbath service. For, keen business man as he 
was, he realised that the greatest communal asset were the little children, and that 
the future strength of a congregation, the financial and spiritual success of a syna- 
gogue rested with the young. And we might do well to emulate his example in 
making the children and youths participate more in the service of the synagogue. 
Dayan Feldman then referred to the philanthropic side of Mr. Rosenfeld’s life, to his 
connection with our charitable institutions, and dwelt more particularly upon the 
personal service, the personal sympathy, the kindly advice and the timely help which 
he was ever ready to give to those who needed them. Now, continued the preacher, 
he will be missed, for his place will be empty. But the living likeness of him 
which hangs in the adjoining vestry room, and which Lord Rothschild, his colleague, 
on behalf of the congregation, presented to himin recognition of his long and faith- 
ful service. will help to keep fresh in the minds of this and succeeding generations the 
memory of the late Warden of the Great Synagogue; whilst the numerous acts of 
Kindness and generosity which he showed to so many of its members will be long 
lovingly and gratefully remembered. May the Almighty send comfort and consola- 
tion to those who mourn his loss, and may he in his eternal home receive the recom- 


pence vouchsafed unto those who occupy themselves faithfully with the affairs of the 
congregation.

fully deserved the reception it received. Beethoven, Cesar Franck, Joseph 
Holbrooke, Maurice Ravel and Pabst-Tchaikowsky make in themselves a 
sufficiently varied list, and if Chopin must find a place in every pianoforte 
recital, it is certainly considerate of Mr. Hambourg to select the least 
hackneyed of the Ballades and Polonaises and the most attractive of the 
studies, including the famous “ Black-note,” or “ Butterfly” Study, with 
which he makes a remarkable effect by a vigorous performance followed, as 
the encore which is always demanded, by a truly ‘“ Butterfly’’ rendering of 
an airy daintiness that justifies both its name and its popularity. The most 
noteworthy features of Mr. Hambourg’s playing of the Beethoven Sonata in 
C were an immaculately clean touch, especially appreciable in the Scherzo 
and last movement, and a noble restraint -hroughout which made this 
perhaps the most impressive performance of the afternoon. The rest of the 
programme was characterised by dramatic intensity, giant force and fire, 


and an all-pervading personal magnetism that carries his hearers with him 


through both his and the composers’ moods, and alone makes some of his 
interpretations comprehensible. Mr. Hambourg had to submit to the 
insistent demands for encores with which an insatiable audience bombarded 
him before they consented with obvious reluctance to leave the Hall. 

On Monday afternoon, at Steinway Hall, little Miss Effie Kalisz gave her 
second pianoforte recital this season, surprising even those who have 
followed her previous successes by the artistic strides which she has taken 
since her last appearance. Miss Kalisz is no longer to be judged as a child 
prodigy, but as an artist, young in years admittedly, but fully armed with 
musical perception, individuality and all the innate musical essentials 
to which a thoroughly well-trained technique has but added the crowning 
gift, the key with which she is enabled to unlock her musical forces. 
Already she has developed a personal magnetism which renders the 
inclusion of a well-chosen Chopin group, not only justifiable for once, but 
even necessary for an audience to arrive at a true idea of her attainments. 
The Mozart, Concerto (in which the orchestral accompaniment was taken by 
Miss Briana Prager at a second piano) is a remarkably advanced work, of a 
seriousness that is almost a foreshadowing of his “ Requiem,” and this, too, 
was interpreted with a gravity of spirit far beyond her years. Besides these, 
Bach, Tschaikowsky, Liszt, Grieg and Kargonoff were well represented on 
a programme which would have been ambitious in any young artist less 
capable of not only mastering the difficulties with an effortless style but of 
maintaining unflagging interest throughout, aided by no otherartist to break 
the continuity, not even an interval for rest. 

Mr. Carl Armbruster, the musical adviser to the London County Council, 
having recently seen three dances composed by Mr. Arthur Friedlinder, 
A.R.C.M., has written to him as follows: “1 like your three dances very 
much, and think they are very good. | have placed them into our pro- 
grammes as you will see by the enclosed copy. | think they will be ver) 
effective.

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From the East End. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


The little Chevras are still discussing—and some of the larger syna- 
gogues, too—the question of the demolition of the New Synagogue and the 
erection of a great Jewish place of worship in the East End. As matters 
stand at present the outlook does not seem quite auspicious for the pro- 
posed synagogue. East London has more than its fair share of synagogues 
with responsibility for their upkeep, and to build yet another place of worship, 
one whose magnificence will presumably serve as a magnet, will mean hard 
times for the humbler synagogues of the district. , 


The Rev. J. F. Stern’s condemnation of the policy of training “ weak- 
lings”’ for the ministry has proved to be a fruitful subject of discussion in 
the East End. Mr. Stern, it will at once be gathered, is not filled with the 
dread of a possibly overcrowded ministry. Rather is it his desire, as one of 
the most strenuous of our metropolitan clergymen, knowing full well the 
trials, mental and physical, that have to be borne, that none but the physi- 
cally well-equipped should seek ordination. Mr. Stern’s utterances at the 
Stepney School’s annual meeting draw attention to a subject of perennial 
interest—the seeming aversion of our ministers from well-defined physical 
recreation, This cannot be the case with those lads who aspire to be clergy- 
men. They appear to enjoy, if not to excel in, all manly sports. But for all 
that, their physique is usually anything but robust. Herein lies a conun- 
drum awaiting the solution of our physical educationists. 


Mr. Stern’s proposed .“ East End Ministers’ Fund” represents in a 
tangible form the idea at which the “ Jewish Bishop of Stepney” has been 
aiming for some years past. The East End Jewish ministry, Mr. Stern thinks, 
is disgracefully undermanned. The work and responsibility which rests on 
the shoulders of the few is extremely heavy. It grows every day and every 


' hour, and the community looks on, wonders how the harassed minister finds 


time for this, that, and the other, and there its interest ceases. 


Arrangements are being made for the formation of the ‘“ Anglo-German 
Fellowship,” an organisation that will aim at the promotion of mutual good 
fellowship and a common understanding between the English and German 
peoples. Mr. G, Kerschener-Knight, who is taking a leading part in the 
organising work, tells me that the society will be open to ladies aad gentle- 
men of both nationalities, irrespective of political opinions and creeds. 
One of the leading methods by which it is intended to promote the 
objects of the Fellowship is by encouraging the study of the two languages 
in order that both nations, by perusing each other’s representative litera- 


ture, may obtain a better conception of English and German ideals and 
aspirations. 


The Beth Holim, the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Hospital, in the Mile 
End Road, has been inspected by the authorities of the London County 
Council, who have suggested that the rebuilding of the institution is 
urgently necessary. The Beth Holim has been patched up time after time, 
and for so old a building it has lasted remarkably well. Seldom, indeed, has 
the Beth Holim had to appeal to the generosity of the community. Assistance, 
however, will be necessary if the Council's urgent stipulations are to be 
complied with. It is to be hoped that the (uaint, old-fashioned garden and

sin,—The study of our ancient history engendered in me the habit of 
hunting Up modern and indisputable cases of legends, and hardly a week 
asses: DY which does not furnish instances of a classic type in our periodical 
literature. Such I found in the highly interesting sketch. on“ The Adler 
Ramily,” in your issue of June lth. The author repeats the old story, found 
a. in Graetz's “ Geschichte,” vol. vii., p. 330, 3rd. ed., that the Jews were 
comparatively immune from the plague in 1348-9. I doubt this statement. 
Conrad von Meyenberg, a contemporary author, reports that the Jews of 
vienna had to enlarge their cemetery in order to find room for their dead. 
‘Guedemann: “Erziehungswesen,” vol. I., p. 241, Vienna, 1890). It is abso- 
jutely unlikely that conditions were different elsewhere. In Worms during 
the plague of 1666, 136 Jews died within four months, a death rate equal to 
that of ten years under normal conditions. (Kanfmann: “Jair Chajim 
Bacharach.” p- 46, Treves, 1894). It is unlikely that the Jews were less 
temperate in the seventeenth century than they had been in the thirteenth. 
The story that Jews were less the victims of the plagues than the Christians, 
ig in my Opinion a rationalistic. apology for the barbarities perpetrated on 
them, just as is the case with the fungi forming on the wafers in damp 
vestries. which are supposed to have given rise to the belief in bleeding 
hosts, pricked by Jews, or with the use of red wine on the Seder eve, which 
ig supposed to have given rise to the belief in a blood ritual. In my opinion 
no accidental error was needed to produce accusations against Israel. 
Our honoured enemies provided the material generously from their fertile 
imagination, just as quite recently the Kreuzzeitung discovered that the 
British Jews are responsible for the anti-German feeling in England, and as, 
in the opinion of Mr. John Burns, the Jews always distinguish themselves by 
«ox-like submission to authority,” while in the opinion of Stoecker and Von 
Piehve the Jews are characterised by an innate hatred of all authority. 

Mr. Adler’s statement that Berthold Aberdorf and Gabriel Riesser were 
pupils of his uncle, Gabriel Adler, of Oberdorff, cannot be correct. Berthold 
Auerbach frequented the Yeshiba of Hechingen for two years after his 
Rarmitzvah, and afterwards entered the Gymnasium in Karlsruhe, pursuing 
secular studies, and his latest biographer, Anton Bettelheim, in his very 
exhaustive book (Stuttgart, 1907), does not mention the name of Gabriel 
Adler. The same can be said of Riesser’s “ Schriften,” only that in his case 
the report is absolutely out of harmony with the facts known. Lazarus 
Riesser, the father of Gabriel, was a modern man who gave to his son a 
strictly modern education, sending him to the Gymnasiums at Liibeck and 
Hamburg, and to the Universities of Kiel and Heidelberg, placing him in 
Christian boarding schools, etc. Therefore it is as impossible that Gabriel 
Riesser was sent to the Yeshiba at Oberdorf, as it is that Sir Julian 
Goldsmid would have been sent to Volozhin or to Wilkomir.
